Bristol,  Julj  5lh,  1830. 

My  dear  child — O  give  up  that  soul-de¬ 
ceiving  and  soul-destroying  doctrine,  for  it 
was  preached  in  hell !  O,  my  dear  child, 
when  I  call  on  God  by  prayer,  I  do  remem¬ 
ber  the  souls  of  my  tender  otlspring,  and 
desire  to  carry  their  case  to  the  throne  of 
grace.  Watch  and  pray,  for  in  an  hour 
when  we  think  not,  our  Lord  may  come. 
It  was  asked  Christ,  when  here  on  earth,  if 
few  were  to  be  saved  ;  he  answered,  strive 
to  enter  in,  fur  many  shall  seek  and  shall 
not  be  able.

To  Lemuel  Colbath. 

ffolcolt,  July  '15th.  1830. 

Dear  Mother — The  scriptures  in  which 
your  exhortation  to  me  is  t  ouched,  were  very 
appropriate  to  the  unbelieving  Jews,  1800 
years  ago ;  but  I  do  not  conceive  them  (o 
be  applicable  to  my  case,  with  my  present 
views  of  your  two  texts  ;  notwithstanding, 

I  do  feci  grateful  to  my  dear  parent,  who 
«o  long  watched  oyer  ray  childhood,  that 
the  relaxes  not  in  her  good  wishes  for  the 
happiness  of  her  offspring,  in  time  and  eter¬ 
nity — and  that  too,  in  agonizing  prayer  to 
a  throne  of  grace.  This,  mother,  is  natu¬ 
ral.  This  is,  as  it  should  be,  a  good  feel¬ 
ing — truly  philanthrophic — and  it  causes  a 
tear  to  gather  in  my  eye.  at  the  truly  bene¬ 
volent  and  universal  good  feeling,  exhibited 
in  your  letter  towards  all  your  otlspring. — 
But  my  heart  exults  much  more  in  the  uni¬ 
versal  benevolence  of  the  ftreut  Jehovah, 
who  is  the  F athcr  of  us  all,  exhibited  to  his 
children.  Suppose  you.  dear  mother,  that 
God  is  any  less  disposed  to  ilo  his  creatures 
good,  than  you  are  to  do  good  to  yours?  or 
that  he  loves  them  less  than  you  do  yours? 
(and  your  children  arc  his.)  “But  God 
commendeth  his  love  towards  us,  in  that, 
while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for 
tts.”  Rom.  V ;  8.  Just  see  the  conclu¬ 
sion;  As  all  were  sinners  ;  God  loved  all, 
and  Christ  died  for  all,— God  having  once 
loved  us,  (being  immutable,)  vri]i  eternally 


love  us,  and  when  we  are  disobedient,  can¬ 
not  (agreeably  to  his  attributes)  punish  us 
any  more  than  is  for  our  good.  “  Can  a 
woman  forget  her  sucking  child,  that  she 
should  not  have  compassion  on  the  son  of 
her  womb  ?  Y ea,  they  may  forget,  yet  will 
/  not  forget  thee."  Isaiah  xlix  :  15. — 
“  The  Lord  chasteneth  whom  he  loveth, 
and  scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  receiv- 
eth.” — “  But  if  ye  be  w  ithout  chastisement, 
whereof  all  are  [lartakers,  then  are  ye  bas¬ 
tards  and  not  sons.”  Heb.  xii :  o,  8. — 
The  legitimate  conclusion  from  these  texts, 
is,  that  as  all  are  partakers  of  chastisement, 
all  must  be  sons.  Docs  the  question  arise : 
What  does  God  chastise  us  for?  My  mo¬ 
ther,  what  did  you,  and  other  kind  earthly 
parents,  chastise  their  oilspring  for?  For 
their  good,  no  doubt — not  to  make  them  as 
miserable  and  wretched  as  possible.  Now, 
can  the  motive  or  object  of  the  unchangea¬ 
ble  and  impartial  God,  who  always  delight- 
eth  in  mercy,  be  any  less  philanthrophic  in 
/n’a  correction,  than  that  ofyin//e  creatures  ? 
When  we  charge  the  great  Jehovah  with 
that  cruelty,  at  whicii  our  hearts  would  re¬ 
volt,  do  we  not  assume  to  ourselves  more 
goodness,  more  comp'.LSsion,  more  mercy, 
than  we  allow  the  Almighty  to  possess  ? 
What  would  you  tliink  of  the  wretch,  who 
would  punish  his  son  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  make  him  miserable  as  long  as  he  lives, 
protracted  to  the  last  stretch  that  burning, 
e.-.rthly  vengeance  could  devise,  or  fainting 
life  sustain,  merely  because  it  was  in  his 
jKiwer,  and  he  should  call  it,  at  the  same 
time,  “vindictive  (or  revengeful)  justice” ? 
Your  very  soul  would  revolt  at  tlie  liorid 
idea!  You  would  spurn  such  rn  one  from 
your  presence !  Then  do  not  brand  the  mer¬ 
ciful  Jehovah  with  that  cruelty  which  you 
do  not  possess,  and  would  utterly  abhor  in 
others.  O,  mother,  “tell  it  not  in  Gath,” 
lest  the  infidel  triumph, — be  a  belter  advo¬ 
cate  for  the  veracity  of  our  licavenly  Father. 
“  For  they  verily,  fora  few  days,  chastened 
ns  after  their  own  plca-sure  ;  but  he  [God] 
for  our  profit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  ol 
his  holiness.”  lltb.  xii ;  10. 

1  sliail  now  endeavor,  first,  to  give  some 
reason  of  my  hoi>e  and  belief  in  that  doc¬ 
trine,  which  you  so  solemnly  exhorted  me 
“to  give  up”— and,  secondly,  to  give  my 
views  of  your  two  texts.  The  distinguish¬ 
ing  doctrine  of  Universalism  is,  that  God 
will,  in  his  own  appointed  time,  “reconcile 
all  thin  rs  unto  himself,”  through  Chri  t, 
which  was  spoken  by  the  “mouth  of  all  his 
holy  prophets  since  the  world  began.  ’ — 
“  For  it  pleased  the  Father,  that  in  him 
should  all  fuhuss  dwell ;  and  having  made 
peace  through  the  blood  of  liis  cross,  by  him 
to  reconcile  all  things  unto  liimsell ;  (by 


him,  1  say)  whether  they  be  things  in  Hea¬ 
ven,  or  things  in  earth.”  Col.  i :  19,  20. 
“Wherefore,  as  by  the  offence  of  one, 
judgment  came  upon  all  men  unto  condem¬ 
nation.  EVEN  so.  by  the  righteousness  of 
one,  the  free  gift  came  uwn  all  men  unto 
justification  of  life,”  Rom.  v ;  18. — 
“For  this  is  good  and  acceptable  in  the 
sight  of  God,  our  Saviour,  who  will  hare 
all  men  to  be  saved  and  come  to  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  truth.”  1  Tim.  ii ;  3,  4. — 

“  Having  made  known  unto  us  the  mystery 
of  his  will,  according  to  his  good  pleasure, 
which  he  hath  purposed  in  himseli ;  that  iu 
the  dispensation  of  the  fulness  of  times,  he 
might  gather  together  in  one,  all  things  in 
Christ,  both  which  are  in  Heaven,  and 
which  are  in  earth  :  even  in  him.”  Eph. 
i :  9,  10. — “  P'or  there  is  one  God,  and  one 
mediator  between  God  and  men,  the  man 
Christ  Jesus  ;  who  gave  himself  a  ransom 
for  all,  to  be  testified  in  due  time.  1  Tiro, 
ii :  5. — “This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and 
worthy  of  all  acceptation  :  for  therefore  wo 
both  labour  and  suffer  reproach,  because  we 
trust  in  the  living  God,  who  is  the  Saviour 
of  all  men,  specially  of  them  that  believe.” 

1  Tim.  iv  :  9,  10. — "And  every  creature 
which  is  in  Heaven,  and  on  the  earth,  and 
under  the  earth,  and  such  as  are  in  the  sea. 
and  all  that  arc  in  them,  heard  I,  saying. 
Blessing,  and  honor,  and  glory,  and  pow¬ 
er,  be  unto  him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne, 
and  unto  the  Lamb  forever  and  ever.”— 
Rev.  V  :  13. — “That  at  the  name  of  Jesus 
evety  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  Heaven, 
and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the 
earth ;  and  that  every  tongue  should  con¬ 
fess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  to  the  glory 
of  God  tlie  Father.”  Phil,  ii :  10,  11.— 
“  Whosoever  shall  confess  that  Jesus  is  the 
Son  of  God,  God  dwelleth  in  him  and  he 
in  God.”  1  John  iv  :  15. — Again,  “that 
no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord,  but 
by  the  Holy  Ghost.” 

'  These,  dear  mother,  are  but  a  few  of  the 
proofs  of  Universalism,  out  of  the  word  of 
God,  from  which  I  might  write  a  week.  I 
pray  you,  take  your  Bible  ami  look  well  to 
the  texts  adduct  and  their  connexion,  “  to 
see  wheth*  r  these  things  are  so.”  If  they 
do  not  prove  Universalism,  please  to  recon¬ 
cile  them  to  your  limited  and  soul-burning 
doctrine  :  until  this  is  done,  I  shall  pre^CT 
the  doctrine  of  God’s  impartial  grave,  tu 
that  doctrine  which  robs  God  of  his  gk»ry, 
Jesus  of  his  triumph,  and  mankind  of  a  hh 
tional  hope.  Jesus  can  neycr  “-scepfUio 
travail  of  his  soul  and  be  satisfied,”  until 
the  last  one  of  his  Father’s  children  be 
brought  in  ;  nor  will  he  fully  reveal  himself 
to  them,  any  more  than  did  Joseph,  until 
Denjaniin,  the  last  son  of  his  faiher,  camu 
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in.  Then  will  he  reveal  himself  to  them, 
in  eompassioimte 200(1  ness,  while  those  who 
have  luen  his  enemies,  (like  Josefdi’s  kreth- 
ron,)  will,  at  first  l)c  aslr.cned,  Init,  like  .Jo¬ 
seph,  liis  disposition  will  he  o^o^  to  them 
nil  silike.  “Cod  meant  it  f'r  aor.  1.'’  ,!()- 

S'pli,  no  don'it,  was  a  f,  pc  ofCi./i-l,  f  .! 
no  more  a  Uoiiporal  .s.ivioiir  of  hi.'  r  s 
cliililrcn,  than  is  .lesiisa  sj>iri!i:al  titivicur 
of  Lid  I-'atlier's  ehiMrt  n. 

tSliould  I  ask  my  mother  if  all  maiikiiid 
arc  sinners  :  tiie  answer,  no  douhl,  wonhl 
I'C  in  the  alfirmativc.  Then  <i!l  shall  die, 
(no  condition  about  it,)  all  shall  experienre 
tiic  slino  of  moral  death  :  all  shali  be  jnd2- 
rd  ace<»idin2  to  tlic  deeds  done,  in  the  body. 
This  I  believe,  inolher,  though  not  in  a  fii- 
tnre  stale  of  existence;  but  in  this  l:fe, 
where  sin  is  commillcd.  fr'in  involves  its 
own  punishment.  “  The  way  of  the  tn.ns- 
^ressor  is  hard.’’ — “  IJehold,  the  righteous 
sltfdl  lie  maimpensed  in  the  earth,  much 
more  the  wicked  and  the  sinner.”  I’rov. 
xi :  31.  Tlren  do  not  say  that  Cod  will 
not,  or  cannot  siiflieienlly  punish  for  sin  in 
the  earth.  “Comfort  yc,  comfort  yc  my 
people,  saith  your  God  ; — speak  yc  com¬ 
fortably  to  Jerusalem,  and  cry  unto  her, 
that  her  warfare  is  accomplished,  that  her 
inieptity  is  pardoned  :  for  she  hath  received 
of  the  Lortl's  hand  double  for  all  her  .sins,” 
Isaiah  xl :  1,  2.  Now  if  Jerusalem  bad 
received  of  the  Lord's  hand  ihvhle  for  all 
her  sins,  here  in  tiiiie,  I  must  diss-ent  Irom 
your  creed,  tau2ht  me  in  my  childliood, 
Vi*  :  that  one  sin,  or  even  the  original  or 
Adamic  sin,  was  enough  to  damn  a  soul  to 
all  eternity.  Mother,  siijiposc  a  notoriously 
wicked  person  from  his  childhood,  who  has 
rolled  sin  under  his  tongue  every  day,  and 
drunk  in  iniquity  like  water,  and  to  cap  the 
climax,  has  imbrsied  his  hands  in  the  blood 
of  his  fellow-licing,  is  immediately  arri;st- 
ed,  tried,  condemned,  and  sentenced  to  he 
hung.  Just  on  the  brink  of  eternity  he  re- 

fioiiLs,  and  receives  pardon  of  his  God,  and 
Bunches  into  Heaven.  When  and  where 
is  he  judged  according  to  the  deeds  done  in 
the  iKKly  ?  When  and  where  is  he  judged  at 
all,  or  punished  for  sin,  if  not  in  time? 
Now,  reverse  the  subject.  Suiiposc  a  per¬ 
son  who  has  always  possessed  good  mo¬ 
rals,  and  steady  habits  ;  been  of  good  con¬ 
versation,  and  strictly  honest ;  dies,  per¬ 
haps,  a  Universalist,  (because  he  cannot 
believe  that  God  is  partial,)  and  goes  to 
hell  to  roll  in  the  litjuid  lava  of  endless  fire  : 
I  ask  (upon  your  own  notions  of  retribu¬ 
tion,)  how  these  are  judged  according  to  the 
deeds  done  in  the  body  ?  I  believe  that  we 
cannot  sin  with  impunity  ;  the  penalty  is 
inevitable.  “  The  soul  that  siiiueth  it  shall 
die.'' — “  In  the  day  thou  catest  thereof, 
thou  shall  surely  die.' 

The  conclusion  is,  that  all  have  sinned, 
and  all  7nvst  die  ;  repenting  will  nerer,  ne- 
vEB  d(raway  the  penalty,  which  God,  (who 
cannot  lie,)  has  denounced  on  sin.  Here, 
mother,  let  me  pourtray  the  two  opposite 
doctrines.  The  Universalist  lielieves,  that 
ju*f  as  sure  as  God  prohibits  sin  and  threat¬ 
ens  with  penalty,  he  tcill  punish  the  trans¬ 
gressor.  Tlw  Liinitarian  believes  that

Crakeii's  Inn. — at  w  hich  iiif  f  liiig  a  com- 
initteo  of  twelve  was  appoiiiti  d  to  |iiej>!ireaii 
■Vddress  and  Uesolutioa^.  and  submit  ihem 
to  a  I'lilore  meeting.  'I'liat  committt  e  vrt  !•(■ 
also  iiistriiclcd  to  iv]>ort  to  the  next  iiueting, 
on  the  naiiire  and  f.xlciit  of  the  Sunday  laws 
of  thi.s  slate,  also,  the  eiinracter  iiiid  elUel 
of  the  Religious  'j\>t  required  of  w  itne.s.'iC'S 
ill  our  Courts  ofjusticr. 

Pursuant  to  adjniiniineiif,  the  Lilierals 
assembled  at  the  .Mansion  House  on  the 
evening  of  1 1th  January — when  the  long 
room  (holding  0  to  700  pt  rsons)  waserowd- 
ed  to  excess  long  liefort'  the  hour  of  organ¬ 
izing  arrived.  At  7  o'clock,  the  met  ling 
was  railed  to  order,  and  Colonel  11.  Ris- 
sell,  apjiointet!  Cliairmaii,  and  Dtirius  Per¬ 
rin  and  Dr.  Thomas  .Viitlrews,  •St'cn  taries. 
The  following  rt.soluliou  was  then  unani¬ 
mously  passed  ; 

Resolved,  That  the  depul}'  jailer  be  re¬ 
quested  to  release  all  the  persons  now  in 
close  roiifiiienicnf  in  the  jail  of  this  eoiiiity 
for  debt,  aii.d  that  this  nic-etiiig  pledge  ilseif 
to  pay  the  ainuimt  for  w  Inch  said  prisoners 
arc  confined . 

Before  adjournment,  tlic  jailer  urporled  com¬ 
pliance  with  this  resolution,  and  received,  bv 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  ineetiii",  the 
amount  of  Ills  bill. 

The  “Report  on  the  subject  of  the  existing 
Laws  of  this  State  enfon  iiig  the  observance  of 
Siind.iy,”  is  excellent.  A\  c  me  sorrv  our  lim¬ 
its  confine  u-s  to  the  following  extracts:— 

Wc  ileem  the  above  law  to  he  in  direel 
opposition  to  the  spirit  of  the  eoiislitnlion. 
True,  it  is  seldom  if  ever  put  in  force,  and 
is  not  that  a  reason  that  it  should  he  re¬ 
pealed  ?  The  ohservanee  of  .Simdav,  like 
all  other  religious  duties,  should  he  left  to 
tire  moral  sense  of  the  |K?ople.  The  word¬ 
ing  of  tlie  law  is  ridiculous  enough  :  shoot¬ 
ing,  hunting,  fishing,  sjiorting  and  playing, 
are  classed  with  horsc-raeing  and  gaming 


.IS  iinhiwful  exercises  or  |jn$times  !  Horse- 
r, icing  and  gaming  are  prohibited  by  law 
oil  evevy  day  tiftlie  week.  But  what  eon- 
stiiutes  sbotAin-.r,  I'.vniiiig,  fishiiig,  sporting 
a.Ti  1  r!:'xi.i:.',  tm'aw  fid  pasrinies  ? 

Vi  iuil  is  i.iTci  ely  mtaiit  by  the  .terms 
playing  and  sporling,  wc  are  at  a  loss  to  de- 
;ci  iiiiiio  ;  striedy  coiislnied  by  an  orthodox 
mag'slratc,  they  migiit  e?aciid  to  a  man  or 
w  tniiaii  playinir  a  game  of  romps  w  ith  their 
ehiWreii.  Tiicrc  is  one  feature  in  the 
•ibovc  st  et'on  deserving  the  attention  of  the 
lilienil  poriioii  of  eonmiiniity,  and  which 
i!i!i3' serve  to  explain  the  aiix'  ‘y  of  certain 
jieiso.’.s  to  stop  the  mail  on  f^unday.  If 
the  Cinled  States'  mail  iras  not  carried  in 
o'.tr  pnbltc  conveyances,  every  stage  coach 
could  be  stopped  on  Sunday  by  virtue  of 
our  state  law. 

The  following  spirited  resolutions  close  the 
report  on  tiiis  .subject : — 

Rftolred,  That  when  our  Legislature 
take  upon  themselves  the  enaction  of  laws 
on  any  religions  sulijects  whatever,  they  ere 
|):is.siiig  the  bouiid.s  prescrilicd  to  them  by 
j  the  constitution,  and  are  assuming  a  prero- 
I  gative  inconsistent  with  their  duty. 

I  Rrsotred,  Tliat  when  any  law  so  passed, 
is  in  i!s  nature  so  unpopular,  that  it  is  al- 
lowetl  to  remain  Itir  years  w  ithout  an  atu  mpt 
to  eufoM-e  if,  it  is  lull  time  to  era.se  it  from 
our  statiile  hooks. 

Resolved,  Tiiat  wc  consider  the  existing 
law  of  lliis  state  wliieh  virtually  designates 
tine  d;iy  in  seven  as  a  holy  day,  and  enfor¬ 
ces  its  ohservanee  liy  pains  and  penalties, 
V.  itlic.it  the  privilege  of  appeal,  is  a  law  of 
the  above  descripfioii — is  in  direct  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  coiistiln- 
tion — deprives  us  of  the  religious  rights  and 
privileges  guaranteed  to  us  both  by  our  na¬ 
tional  and  state  coiistitutioiis — is  a  disgrace 
to  ihc  s!:itute  hook  of  a  free  and  enlightened 
people,  and  ought  to  be  repealed. 

The  “  Report  on  tlie  requirement  of  a  Reli¬ 
gions  Test  in  admitting  witnesses  to  te.stily  in 
Courts  of  Justice,”  is  good,  logical  and  clear — 
wc  arcsorrj  our  limits  forbid  cxtr.icts  from  it. 

The  following  from  their  .Address  and  Reso¬ 
lutions,  arc  all  wc  can  find  room  for,  at  present. 

It  is  re.spect fully  snhmittcd  to  this  meet¬ 
ing,  whether  it  would  not  he  accordant  with 
the  genius  of  our  eoiistitution,  simply  to 
protect  all  religious  societies  from  distnr- 
!  haiiee,  and  to  allow  them  to  meet  together 
for  worship  on  such  d:iy  or  days  as  they  may 
deem  mo.st  proptT  ;  leaving  the  oh.servanee 
of  tffuiiday,  like  all  religions  duties,  to  the 
moral  sense  of  coiiiiiiunity.  If  the  right  of 
the  legislature  is  adiiiitted  to  decide  upon 
w  hat  (lay  a  man  shall  ahstniii  from  labor,  or 
devote  to  religions  wtirship— or  what  creed 
a  man  shall  profess,  in  order  to  enable  him 
to  testify  in  court, — we  see  no  reason  why, 
by  virtue  of  the  same  right,  forms  of  wor- 
sliiji  may  not  bs  prescribed,  or  a  particular 
creed  re«|uired  to  enable  a  man  to  hold  civil 
or  military  oftiec.  If  an  individual  who 
disbelieves  any  partienhir  creed,  is  unwor¬ 
thy  of  belief  in  court  ill  consequence  of  hi» 
scepticism,  his  oath  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  aa 
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lit  equally  uscluss.  AVc  «io.  there¬ 
fore,  irresistibly  led  to  the  conclusion,  ihr.t 
religious  tests  lire  alike  unicasonnhle  and 
unconstitution-.il.  We  view  the  exu-rtcncc 
of  these  laws,  as  links  in  the  great  chain, 
■vhich  designing  men  are  forging,  to  hind  us 
to  the  bloody  car  of  a  religious  desp(itisi!i. 
it  is,  unquestionably,  the  toleration  of  [■‘etly 
tisurimtions,  that  encourages  altenqits  at 
liigher  encroachments  on  our  libertie:-.  It 
Iiecomes  us,  therefore,  to  guard  n  iili  vigi- 
{«nceet(*ry  avenue  leading  to  the  citadel  of 
our  liberties.  If  one  single  j.-oint  is  left  ex¬ 
posed  and  unguarded,  it  may  lead  to  our  ul- 
Xiiuutc  destruction.  [  To  be  continued,]

AV  e  Iiear,  indeed,  that  the  saints  shall  judge 
the  world  ;  but  I  had  not  thoughf  tlie  time 
yet  arrived,  nor  that  the  process  wouht  be 
no  summary.  If  all  your  fellow  saints  are 
equally  expert,  mercy  on  me!  what  will 
become  of  us  poor  reformers  ?  we  shall 
soon  be  in  the  safe  custody  of  «»ur  fullier  the 
devil,  witliout  a  satisfactory  hearing  : 

“  And  xroiin,  and  howl,  nnd  wrillir  in  waves  offire, 
pour  lurtli  btusplH'inics  at  tjiutrs  decirc.'” 

Ilut,  most  Rev.  Sir,  before  I  reach  that 
dismal  limln)— for  no  rcmonstruncc  w  ill  be 
allowed  from  thence,  I  am  tc»ld-~j»crmit  me 
to  ask — 

Priest.  Ask  nothing  at  mo  :  thy  carnal 
reason  exceeds  its  province  w  hen  employed 
upon  such  sacred  subjects.  The  mysteries 
of  our  holy  religion  are  beyond  the  tompre- 
hension  of  thy  profane  nnderstandirig  :  it  is 
tliy  part  to  bow  down  and  adore  ;  and  not 
to  permit  thy  unsanctified  reason  to  interfere 
in  a  matter  in  which  it  has  no  concern. 

Ref,  3Iost  truly  spoken,  man  of  God. 
The  dogmas  you  teach  for  religion,  ami  in 
which  you, claim  our  belief,  under  penally 
of  damnation,  have  no  more  to  do  with  com¬ 
mon  sense,  than  with  Christianity;  and 
that's  little  enough,  to  be  sure  ;  and  since 
this  is  the  fact,  they  might  as  well  be  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  brute  creation,  or  inanimate 
matter,  us  to  rational  beings.

Ref,  Oh  !  unquestionably  ;  it  is  that  I 
mu'  administer  of  my  carnal  substance  to 
the  elect,  that  I  am  spared — that  I  may  help 
•u{  K)rt  Tract,  Bible,  and  Missionary  socie¬ 
ties,  and  fatten  the  numerous  henl  of  tliose 
croaking  comforters,  who  dole  out  damna¬ 
tion  for  pay.  ^Vhen  this  sublime  purpose

(so  wor'.hy'  the  Avisdom  and  goodness  of 
Mcawii.)  is  answered,  I  shall  be  turnc«l  in¬ 
to  I  led,  to  ontertnin  the  saints  by  my'

ment  to  glorify  that  grace  whicli  selected 
llitni  for  subjects  of  mcrej’.  8uch  is  the 
coii’.forllcss  lot  of  11  reprobate  ! !  !

R  f.  Ctpciliy  merciful  in  God  to  damn 
or  to  save  ! ! !  Well,  it  i.iay  be  so ;  but  still, 
mell.'tnk:-,  of  the  two  mercies,  I  shoidd 
elioosetbe  latter.  This,  however,  maybe 
owing  to  ii’.y  blimlnetjs  of  miml.  But  what 
say  you,  ti^ir  Priest,  arc  yon  entirely  free 
from  a  preference  ill  this  mi.tirr? 

Priest.  God  forbid  that  I  should  be  so  ! 
Since  he  liatli  been  graciously  |)leased  to  rc- 
vcid  unto  me  the  mystery'  of  bis  w  ill,  I  can¬ 
not  but  acquiesce,  with  thankfulness,  in  the 
lilessed  lot  his  grace  has  assigned  me.

I  plainly'  perceive  that  thou  art 
given  over  to  a  rcprol/nte  mind,  that  thou 
maytst  believe  a  lie  and  be  damned.

'purpose  of  organizing  a  religious  society, 
yUelthiiij  H'ulLridge,  E.-q.  was  chosen  Mo¬ 
derator,  au'l  ,dmmi  Bond,  Clerk. 

It  was  llicii  Resolved, 

1 .  That  a  religious  society  be  organized 
agreeable  to  the  design  of  the  meeting — to 
be  known  by  the  name  and  title  of  The  First 
Vniversnlist  Societij  in  the  Town  and  Conn* 
tij  of  Brnnitycton,  Ft. 

2.  That  the  annual  mertinprs  of  this  so¬ 
ciety,  for  choice  of  officers,  lk.c.,  shall  b« 
liolden  on  the  last  Monday  of  December,  ia 
each  year — and  that  any  other  meetings, 
deemed  necessary  for  transacting  business 
pertaining  to  the  society,  may  be  called,  by 
any  six  members,  or  by  the  Trustees,  the 
Clerk  giving  due  nolice  thereof,  eight  days 
previous  to  such  meeting,

nor  then,  till  after  the  steps  pointed  out  in 
Matte  xviii ;  15,  16,  17,  shall  have  been 
taken  to  reclaim  such  ofiendcr. 

0.  That  the  foregoing  r  ‘solutions,  or  any 
part  of  them,  may  be  altered  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  society,  provided  tw  o-thirds 
of  the  members  present  concur  in  such  al¬ 
teration.

ATHANASIAN  CREED. 

(bt  request.) 


•The  Ailmnasian  creed  has  not  so  much 
as  the  authority  of  a  council  to  support  it : 
but  it  is  now  a  known  forgery,  detected  by 
the  criticisms  of  the  learned  Vossius,  and 
cannot  l»e  traced  witliin  two  hundred  years 
of  the  time  of  Atlianasiiis. 

But  then,  it  may  probably  tic  asked.  How 
comes  it  to  bear  the  name  of  Athanasius  1 
The  answer  to  which  is,  liccause  it  agrees 
perfectly  with  the  Athanasian  doctrine ; 
and  had  the  name  of  Athanasius  aflixed  to 
it  by  the  church  of  Rome,  because  he  was  a 
person  much  esteemed  by  that  church  ;  and 
whose  principles,  as  well  political  as  reli¬ 
gious,  the  members  of  that  church  have  long 
ubored  to  propagate  among  mankind. — 
But.  as  the  true  character  of  this  Athanasius 
ia  not  commonly  known  ;  and  therefore, 
some  of  your  Lordships  may  possibly  be 
nnaequainted  with  it  1  shall  beg  leave  to  in¬ 
form  you  who,  and  what  he  was. 

Athanasius  was  a  young,  forward,  petu¬ 
lant  Deacon  in  the  church  of  Alexandria,  of 
an  ambitious  spirit,  with  a  talent  fitted  fur 
disputation.  And  as  he  could  have  no 
hopes  of  getting  into  that  Bishoprick,  unless 
he  could  drive  Arius  out  of  Alexandria  who 
was  the  principal  Presliyter  in  that  church 
next  to  the  Bishop;  this  he  effected,  by  fo¬ 
menting  this  dispute  about  the  Trinity,  be¬ 
tween  Arius  and  the  Bishop  ;  on  which  ac¬ 
count.  having  gut  Arius  excommunicated, 
he  had  him  Uien  banished  out  of  Alexan¬ 
dria,  Which  when  done,  no  sooner  was 
the  old  Bishop  Alexander  dead,  but  Athana¬ 
sius,  though  then  only  a  young  man  of 
about  27  or  28  years  of  ago,  by  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  a  set  of  murdering  Ascetics,  ftirced 
himself  at  once  into  that  high  Archbishop- 
rick  without  ever  passing  through  any  of 
the  intermediiate  degrees.  And  having  got¬ 
ten  himself  illegally  consecrated,  contrary 
to  all  the  rules  and  canons  of  the  church, 
be  prevailed  on  the  Emperor  Constantine 
to  confirm  him  therein,  by  the  power  of 
bribes,  that  were  given  to  one  of  the  Em¬ 
peror's  favorites.  And  no  sooner  was  he 
thoroughly  established  in  it,  but  he  immedi-  | 
Btely  flew  in  the  Emperor’s  face.  And 
when  the  Emperor  Constantine  the  Great 
was  dead,  treated  his  son  and  successor 
Constantius,  with  more  contempt  and  inso¬ 
lence  than  could  have  been  borne  from  an 
equal.  And  when  he  was  dispossessed  of 
his  Bishoprick  for  other  irregularities,  by  a 
numerous  council  of  Bishops,  regularly 
•uminoned  and  assembled,  he  forced  his 
way  into  that  See  arain,  more  than  once  or 
twice,  over  the  murdered  corpses  of  his  an¬ 
tagonists;  and  waded  into  his  cathedral 
through  seas  of  blood. 

But  it  may,  perhaps,  be  further  asked, 
INhj  should  Uiis  recommend  him  to  the  See 
•f  Borne  ?  The  reason  of  which  is,  because 
this  was  all  done  by  the  connivance,  and 
with  the  concurrence  of  that  Sec :  Athana- 
aius,  while  he  treated  all  the  rest  of  man¬ 
kind,  and  even  his  own  royal  master,  with 
the  utmost  insolence,  having  paid  a  servile 
etnrt  to  th«  papal  chair.  Insomuch  that  in 


tlie  books  of  the  canon  law,  tlie  first  prece¬ 
dent  that  is,  or  can  be  produced,  in  support 
of  the  pupal  supremacy,  is  this  instance  of 
tlie  servile  submission  that  was  paid  by 
Athanasius  to  I'ope  .lulins.  And  therefore, 

I  should  upprehend,  that  all  ProtesUints, 
who  liavc  renounced  the  supremacy  of  the 
Po|;e,  and  tlie  indt  pendency  of  the  church 
upon  tlie  state,  ought  to  be  for  obliterating 
llic  name  of  .\thanasius  out  of  llieir  liturgy, 
into  tvhicli  it  was  firobaUy  inserted,  only 
with  a  view  of  recommending  his  politictil 
principles,  under  the  shelter  and  infiiience 
of  his  religious  doctrine. — liishop  of  Clo- 
frher's  Speech,  IT.'lfi. 

INFLUE.N'CE  OF  CHRISTIANITY  UPON  ANI¬ 
MAL  LIFE. 

Dr.  Rush  in  his  tliird  lecture  on  the 
“  Cause  of  Animal  Life,”  has  the  follow¬ 
ing  remarks  : — Those  who  would  be  phi¬ 
losophers  without  Cliristianity  and  without 
a  God,  would  do  well  to  consider  them  with 
attention.  S.  R.  S. 

“  Tlie  different  religions  of  the  world,  by 
the  activity  they  excite  in  the  mind,  have  a 
sensililc  influence  upon  human  life.  Athe¬ 
ism  is  the  worst  of  sedatives  to  tlie  under¬ 
standing  and  passions.  It  is  the  abstrac¬ 
tion  of  thought  from  the  most  sublime,  and 
of  love  from  the  most  perfect,  of  all  possible 
objects.  Man  is  as  natunilly  a  religious, 
as  he  is  a  social  and  domestic  animal ;  and 
the  same  violence  is  done  to  his  mental  fa¬ 
culties  by  robbing  him  of  a  belief  in  a  God, 
that  is  done  by  dooming  him  to  live  in  a 
cell,  deprived  of  the  objects  and  pleasures 
of  social  and  domestic  life.  The  necessary 
and  immutable  connexion  between  the  tex¬ 
ture  of  the  human  mind,  and  liie  w  orship  of 
an  object  of  some  kind,  has  lately  been  de¬ 
monstrated  by  the  Atheists  of  Europe,  who, 
after  rejecting  the  true  God,  instituted  the 
woi’ship  of  nature,  of  fortune,  and  of  human 
reason  ;  and  in  some  instances,  with  cere¬ 
monies  of  the  most  expensive  and  splendid 
kind.  Religions  arc  friendly  to  animal 
life,  in  proportion  as  they  elevate  the  under¬ 
standing,  and  act  upon  the  passions  of  hope 
and  love.  It  will  readily  occur  to  you, 
that  Christianity,  when  lx“licved  and  obt?ycd 
according  to  its  original  consistency  with 
itself,  and  with  the  divine  attributes,  is  more 
calculated  to  produce  those  eflects  than  any 
other  religion  in  the  world.  Such  is  the 
salutary  operation  of  its  doctrines  and  pre¬ 
cepts  upon  health  and  life,  that  if  its  divine 
authority  rested  upon  no  other  argument, 
this  alone  would  be  sufficient  to  recommend 
it  to  our  belief.  IIow  long  mankind  may 
continue  to  prefer  substituted  pursuits  and 
pleasures  to  this  invigorating  stimulus,  is 
uncertain ;  but  the  time  we  are  assured, 
will  come,  when  the  understanding  shall  be 
elevated  from  its  present  inferior  objects, 
and  the  luxated  passions  be  reduced  to  their 
original  order.  This  change  in  the  mind 
of  man,  I  believe,  will  be  efl'ected  only  by 
the  influence  of  the  Christian  religion,  after 
all  the  efforts  of  human  reason  to  produce  it 
by  means  of  civilization,  philosophy,  liberty 
and  government,  have  bwn  exhausted  to  no 
purpose.”  Vol.  1,  p.  43,  R%nih'$  ff'ork$.

Rev.  Sirs — For  the  notice  yo«  have  ta¬ 
ken  of  my  article  of  the  10th  inst.  and  for 
your  answer,  I  acknowledge  my  increased 
obligation. 

I  am  well  aware  that  you  will  not  suffer 
your  paper  to  become  the  vehicle  of  reli¬ 
gious  disputations,  unless  it  be  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  eliciting  truth,  which  may  possibly 
eventuate  in  some  practical  bencht  to  com¬ 
munity. 

After  expressing  his  kindly  feelings  toward 
«s  and  our  doctrine,  and  deprecating  common 
controversy,  (which  we  omit,) II.  proceeds: — 

I  would  beg  to  observe,  in  the  first  place, 
in  relation  to  your  answer  generally,  that 
however  satisfactory  or  conclusive  it  may 
appear  to  yourselves  and  to  your  readers  in 
general,  I  have  the  misfortune  not  to  lie  ful¬ 
ly  satisfied  with  it ;  however,  I  shall  rejoice 
that  all  mankind  may  be  saved  agreeably  to 
your  plan,  and  honest  belief. 

Touching  your  criticism,  with  which 
your  answer  commences,  I  would  appeal  to 
any  competent  judge,  whether  or  not  it  be 
both  unseasonable  and  misapplied.  You 
have  also,  by  misunderstanding  me,  very 
innocently  imputed  to  me  opinions,  which 
I  am  not  conscious  of  expressing  in  my  com¬ 
munication.  From  your  recommendation 
to  dismiss  a  doubting  habit,  one  would  be 
pardoned  in  supposing  that  you  attach  to  it 
aomething  wrong,  or  sinful ;  if  so,  then  in¬ 
deed  are  all  finite  beings  upon  earth,  sinners 
on  this  account.  It  presupposes  merely  a 
deficiency  of  knowledge,  in  most  instances, 
in  relation  to  subjects  and  questions,  upon 
which  finite  beings  have  not,  nor  can  have, 
neither  the  power,  nor  capability  to  arrive  at 
any  thing  like  certainty.  Upon  such  sub¬ 
jects  doubts  mil  arise — they  are  as  unavoid¬ 
able  as  they  are  innocent.  God  alone, 
whose  knowledge  is  infinite,  must  be  the 
only  being  who  never  doubts. 

It  is  with  extreme  regret  that  I  have  so 
unintentionally  excited  your  fears  in  my 
behalf — you  are  apprehensive  that  “  my 
doubting  habits  will  terminate  in  rank  scep¬ 
ticism.”  The  word  scepticism,  being  a 
word  of  so  frightful  a  character,  that  I  am 
not  a  little  surprised  you  should  attempt  to 
render  it  intolerable,  by  qualifying  it  with 
the  word  rank.  The  word  sceptic  has  been 
applied  to  almost  all  philosophers,  in  every 
and  all  ages  of  the  wo.-ld,  from  the  cowardly 
Galileo,  down  to  our  own  immortal  F'rank- 
lin.  Think  not,  my  dear  Sirs,  that  I  make 

firetensions  to  much  philosophy,  science  or 
earning.  I  know,  when  compared  to  those 
great  and  distinguished  philosophers  and 
^nefactors  of  mankind,  that  I  must  sink 
into  utter  insignificance.  But  if,  in  my 
untiring  application  to  the  study  of  history 
and  universal  science — if  by  attentively  ob¬ 
serving  the  operation,  the  laws,  and  the  va¬ 
rious  pheenomena  of  nature,  I  should  make 
some  discoveries,  and  bring  to  light  that 
“  lovely  rastic  beauty,”  Truth — facts,  fixed 
and  eternal  as  the  "  pillars  of  Heaven,” 
which  by  contradicting  the  divinity  of  some 
foolish,  ancient  foble— some  physical  ab¬ 


surdities,  and  astronomical  errors — by  dis¬ 
covering  gross  anachronisms,  interpolations, 
forgeries,  and  contradictions,  which  are,  the 
world  over,  now  incorporated  into,  and  form 
systems  of  theology,  cherished  and  believed 
in  as  divine,  I  must  incur  the  imputation  of 
scepticism,  and  “  rank  scepticism”  super- 
addetl,  I  cannot  help  it.  I  feel  that  I  am 
trespassing  upon  your  time  and  patience, 
and  will  only  add,  that  in  the  honesty  of  my 
heart,  there  are  some  things  contained  in 
our  holy  Bible,  about  which  I  dare  not,  as 
an  accountable  creature,  be  other  than  scep¬ 
tical.  Should  you  think  proper  to  favour 
me  with  a  hearing,  at  any  future  time,  I 
should  esteem  it  a  kindness  ;  for  possibly, 
from  your  extensive  knowledge  of  the  Bi¬ 
ble,  and  ecclesiastical  history,  you  will  be 
able  to  shew  me  the  error,  if  there  be  any.

ANSWER. 

The  thanks  of  H.,  so  fervently  and  repeated¬ 
ly  expressed,  are  unmerited — we  have  but  per¬ 
formed  what  we  deemed  a  duty,  and  expressed 
what  we  felt.  That  our  criticism  may  have 
been  erroneous  we  will  not  say — for  we  hon¬ 
estly  do  believe  that  we  understood  the  lan¬ 
guage  he  used  in  its  most  obvious  meaning, 
though  we  did  charitably  hope,  at  the  same 
time,  that  it  did  not  express  hia  me.ining.  To 
his  appeal  we  are  a^roid — let  others  decide  be¬ 
tween  us.  II  is  definition  of  scepticism  in  gen¬ 
eral,  is  very  correct,  and  of  itself  shews  the 
propriety  of  our  prefixing  to  that  word  the  epi¬ 
thet  rank.  That  scepticism  may  be  injurious  to 
the  peace,  welfiire,  and  happiness  of  man,  when 
it  is  suffered  to  become  ran^— cherisiicd  into  a 
system  of  doubts  and  perplexities— or  fostered 
into  an  unbelief  of  truths  necessary  to  the  peace 
and  purity  of  the  mind — none  will  deny — and 
certainly,  so  far,  scepticism  is  not  right,  and  the 
cultivation  of  it  is  far  from  being  a  meritorious 
act.  Still  less  is  it  right,  and  meritorious,  in  our 
opinion,  to  disseminate  those  doubts  among  our 
fellow  men — to  loosen  their  minds  from  the 
anchor  of  faith  in  the  promises,  and  confidence 
in  the  immutable  goodness  of  Heaven — to  drive 
the  barque  of  human  hope,  peace  and  confi¬ 
dence,  by  the  chilling  winds  of  Infidelity,  or 
the  more  unpitying  doctrines  of  men,  into  the 
wide  and  trackless  ocean  of  doubt— distrust — 
and  despair. 

The  discovery  .and  promulgation  of  truth — 
of  facts  fixed  and  immutable  as  “  the  pillars  of 
heaven” — is  not  the  employment  of  rank  scep¬ 
ticism — but  the  very  reverse.  Infidelity  is  not 
faith — scepticism  is  not  knowledge — and  the 
promulgation  of  truth  and  the  discovery  of facta, 
is  not  enwrapping  in  the  misty  shroud  of  black 
uncertainty  the  existence  of  God,  nor  the  pro¬ 
mises  and  precepts  and  doctrines  of  his  Son. 
We  can  therefore  bid  II.,  or  any  of  our  breth¬ 
ren  of  the  human  family,  “  God-speed”  in  such 
noble  and  worthy  employment 

H.  has  done  ua  honor  overmuch  in  the  latter 
sentence  of  his  rejoinder.  Our  opportunities, 


and  of  course  our  information,  are  very  limited 
indeed,  and  have  ever  been  so— 1  •  t  what  wo 
can,  we  arc  willing  to  do — and  none  can  do 
more.

They  have  all  things  in 
common,  and  dispense  with  the  marriage  cove¬ 
nant.  They  assume  the  general  name  of  Mor- 
monites.  They  have  a  new  hihic  which  they 
call  the  Book  of  Mormon.  .Many  have  joined 
from  whom  we  might  expect  better  things.”

The  above  named  sect  (if  sect  it  can  be  call¬ 
ed)  took  its  rise  within  the  last  two  or  three 
years,  in  this  state,  from  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Joseph  Smith,  Jr.  a  man  of  subtlety  and  cun¬ 
ning,  but  of  no  learning,  and  as  we  are  iiifiirm- 
«d,  much  worse  than  no  chanacter.  Jiiilgiiig 
from  the  hook  he  has  published,  we  arc  s.atisfiod 
he  must  be  a  real,  unprincipled,  villainous  im¬ 
postor.  A  book  of  nearly  fiOO  pages,  entitled, 
“  Tht  Book  nf  -Mormon licaring  Smith's  name 
as  author  and  proprietor,  h.as  been  published 
during  the  past  year.  It  claims  to  be  a  trans¬ 
lation  of ‘‘An  account  written  by  the  hand  of 
Mormon,  upon  plates  taken  from  the  plates  of 
Nephi.”  The  author  says  in  his  preface  to  the 
reader,  ‘‘  I  would  also  inform  you  that  the  plates 
of  which  hath  been  spoken,  were  found  in  the 
township  ofMancliester, Ontario  county,  N.  V.” 


The  miserable  impostor  who  publishes  this 
book,  pretends  that  the  plates  avere  plates  of 
gold  containing  the  record  avritten  by  Mormon 
— that  having  “by  th»  gill  and  power  of  God,” 
translated  a  part  of  the  ancient  record  contained 
on  the  golden  plates,  some  person  or  persons 
stole  from  him  avliat  he  had  translated ;  ho  was 
commanded  by  God  not  to  translate  that  over 
again,  hut  to  translate  other  parts  of  the  record 
on  the  plates;  which  thing  he  did,  and  had 
thus  failed  satan’s  attempt  to  overthrow  this 
revelation,  &c.  This  volume  is  divided  into  the 
1st  and  2(1  Book  of  Xeplii,  the  Books  of  Jacob, 
Enos,  Jarem,  Omni,  Mosiali,  Alma,  Ilclainan, 
Ncplii,  M(jrmon,  Ether  and  ^loroni.  At  the 
close,  there  is  what  is  called  “  The  testimony  of 
three  tritncsscs,”  stating  that  they  saw  the  plates  j 
of  gold  from  which  this  Smith  translated  his 
book,  and  know  that  he  did  it  by  the  gift  and 
power  of  God,  that  it  is  “a  record  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Nephi,  and  .ilso  of  the  Lamanites,  his 
brethren,  and  .also  of  the  people  of  Jared,  which 
came  from  the  tower  of  which  hath  been  spo¬ 
ken.” — Tliat  “an  angel  of  God  came  down 
from  heaven,  and  he  hronght  and  laid  before  our 
eyes,  that  we  beheld  and  saw  the  plates”  &c., 
signed  by  Oliver  Cowdry,  David  Whitiiicr,  and 
Martin  Harris.  Then  follows  another  page  of 
about  Vliu  same  import,  entitled,  “  And  also  the 
testimony  of  eight  teitncsscs,”  and  signed  by  ftmr 
W’hitmers,  one  Page,  and  three  Smiths.  The 
whole  book  is  filled  with  blasphemous  nonsense, 
silly  stories,  pretended  prophecies,  history,  &c. 
of  people  and  events  immediately  succeeding 
the  flood,  and  during  the  reign  of  the  kings  of 
Israel  aiidJudah,  and  extending  to  the  times  .ind 
events  connected  with  the  Messiah’s  reign  ;  in¬ 
terlarded  with  unnumbered  profiinutioiis  cf  the 
names  of  the  Deity  and  Jcsits  Christ.  It  is  a 
most  bungling  attempt  to  imitate  the  ancient 
English  and  Bible  phraseology.  Much  of  the 
language  is  borrowed  from  the  Bible  and  inser¬ 
ted  ill  the  IxKik,  after  murdering  the  English  of 
it:  and  the  Almighty,  by  the  sentences  ascri¬ 
bed  to  him,  is  made  out  a  most  iiiiscr-ible  gram¬ 
marian  ;  insomuch  that  some  have  sarcastically 
remarked  that,  “  if  the  Deity  ever  indited  the 
language  here  ascrilied  to  him,  it  must  have 
been  ill  his  younger  days,  before  he  had  become 
much  acquainted  with  the  proper  analogy  of' 
lansnage!” 

On  the  whole,  it  is  one  of  the  most  almmin- 
ablc  pieces  of  imposition  and  blasphemy,  that 
has  of  late  been  .•ittcm|)t(!d  to  be  palmed  upon 
community,  in  the  name  of  a  new  revela¬ 
tion.  And  one  would  suppose  that  in  this  en¬ 
lightened  age,  none  could  be  found  ignorant 
and  stupid  enough  to  bo  cheated  by  the  impos¬ 
ture.  There  is,  however,  one  remarkable  fact 
which  should  be  stated  in  connexion  with  this 
subject.

made  its  proselytes.  And  we  have  very  little 
doubt  that  wore  a  person  now  to  appear  on  the 
stage  and  assort  tliat  ho  had  boon  an  inhabitant 
of  iho  moon  fi'r  five  hundred  years,  and  had 
finally  fallen  on  this  earth  to  make  a  new  reve¬ 
lation  to  men,  ho  would  find  followers  and  make 
proselytes,  who  would  be  fools  enough  to  be¬ 
lieve  and  profess  faith  in  liis  new  theory.  So 
prone  arc  mankind  to  the  marvelous  in  religion, 
when  backed,  as  in  this  case,  by  the  throats  of 
endl(‘ss  misery !  S. 

A  friend  in  Painesvillc,  Ohio,  writes : — 

“We  do  not  believe, in  this  section  of  conn- 
trj",  that  Congress  will  grant  the  request  of  the 
Sunday  Mail  petitioners — we  have  not  therefore, 
as  last  year,  called  incufnigs,and  circulated  coun¬ 
ter  petition.*,  in  this  part  of  the  country.
